Hudson Approves, ‘Too! 
Commissioner Hudson saw Repre- 
sentative Ault yesterday morning and 


said to him: 

““Your committee has been perfectly 
fair to me. It has had a full and im- 
partial hearing end nothing has been 
left undone to arrive at the exact stat- 
us of the department's affairs. I have 
read your report and I do not hesitate 
to say that its recommendations will 
very greatly improve the system. As 
far as I am concerned... immedi- 
ately put into effect every recommen- 
dation of the committee that can be 
enforced by me as commissioner of ag- 
riculture without infringing upon the 
requirements of the law.

“The result of this 
would prove of great value to 
farmers of Georgia even if nota sin- 
gle law recommended should be enact- 
ed by the general assembly, as a better 
system of reports and supervision will 
be inaugurated by the department at 
once, as the result of this investiga- 
tion. 

“Prior to the time of the introduc- 
tion of the resolution calling for the 
investigation, fertilizer inspectors were 
not required to make any reports what- 
ever until samples of fertilizer were 
shipped to the department. As several 
inspectors returned no samples what- 
ever, these particular inspectors made 
no reports and there was no system 
existing in the. department by which 
the commissioner could keep in touch 
with the men in the field. 

“One of the main things needed in 
this department is close supervision of 
the men in the fleld and this will be 
accemplished Ly a system of daily re- 
ports recommended by the commit- 
tee and a record to be kept in the de- 
partment, which system will be Iinsti- 
tuted by the commissioner at once. 


A Sweeping Change. 

“another fault which has _ existed 
in the past is the policy of the appoint- 
ment of inspectors without due regard 
to location and territory. This policy 
has been pursued on the idea of ap- 
pointing the inspectors and finding ter- 
ritory for the men so appointed, in- 
stead of finding men for the territory, 
and has in many instances resulted to 
the detriment of the agricultural inter- 
ests of the state.

mistake. What we need is more patri- 
otism and less politics.” 

George W- Pérkins thus complatfned 
of the federal government's attitude 
toward corporations in an address de- 
livered heré tonight before the Traf- 
fie Club, an organization of railroad 
men and merchants. 

“There ts no logical connection,” 
saiq Mr. Perkins, “between the evils 
that have existed in our large indus- 
| trial concerns and the remedies. that 
the government is trying to apply. In 
|; place of regulation we are given 
| Segregation and are told that dissolu- 
tion is the solution, while every prac- 
tical man Knows that dissolution is a 
mere delusion. Government regula- 
(| tion is all right, but government re- 
pression is all wrong. 

“Somebody in this country is mak- 
|} ing a colossal mistake. Somebody is 
wvefully wrong. Is it the theoretical 
politician or the practical business 
man’?? Wouldit beamistake at ieast 
eben to regulate before we strangu- 
ate?

Time to Awake, 


“It is time that the business men of 
this country awoke to what theorists 
of this country are trying to do, Busi- 
ness men have made. mistakes; they 
‘realize them and admit them, but 
these mistakes, in their céstliness to 
the peopie, will be but as a drop in 
the bucket in comparison with the 
costliness of the mistakes that our 
theoretical friends hdve been making 
in recent years and are continuing to 
make. 

“A constructive program does not 
present insurmountable difficulties. 
its. solution woulg be comparatively 
easy and prompt if we could have a 
little more patriotism and a little 
less po.itics. Congress could, in a 
very short time, adopt a policy’ that 
would give both immediate and pros- 
pective relief, and tn:is could be done 
by working somewhat along the fol- 
lowing lines: * 

Remedy Proposed, 

“First—Create at once, in or out of 
the department of commerce and la- 
bor, a* business court or controlling 
commission, composed largely of ex- 
perienced business men, 

“Second—Give this body 
license corporations doing 
state or international business. 

‘“Third—Make such license depend 
on the ability of a corporation to com- 
ply with conditions laig down by con- 
gress when creating such commission 
ang with such regulations as may 
be prescribed by the commission 
itself. 

“Fourth—Make publicity, both be- 
fore and after license is issued, the 
essential feature of these rules and 
regulations. Require each company 
to secure the approval of said com- 
mission of all. its affairs, from _ its 
capitalization to its business prac- 
tices. In the beginning lay down only 
broad principles, with a view to elab- 
orating and perfecting them as condi- 
tions require. 

“Fifth—Make the violation of such 
rules and regulations punishable by 
the imprisonment of individuals rather 
than by the revocation of the license 
of the company, adopting in this re- 
spect the method of procedure against 
national banks in case of wrong do- 
ing.” | 

As a means of obtaining prospective 
relief Mr. Perkins suggested the fol- 
lowing: 

“The house and the senate to join 
at once in supporting a commission to 
make a careful study of the Sherman 
law and the various suggestions that 
i have been made regarding its repeal, 
amendment and amplification. 

“Said commission to study and re- 
+port on the wisdom and practicability 
of a national incorporation act, 

“The time has now come when we 
are obliged to stop and fight the ques- 
tion out. ‘The developments of the last 
few months make it clear that dis- 
solution is no solution. The wreck- 
ing crew has been working overtime.

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PRESIDENT HURT. 
HIS “FRIENDS” 


Heny Johnson Blames Faith- 
less Agents of Ta't 


“Unfortunately For Us the 
President Is Not the Post- 
master General,” Negro 
Registrar of Deeds Tells 
Big Bethel Audience. 


Defending President Taft and ex- 
Plaining how, through faithless 
agents. his southern policy had been 
made to seem adverse to the negro 
race, declaring that to Taft the ne- 
gro in America today might best look 
for frierdliness and a square, deal by 
the republican party, and telling of a 
Visit made to the white house three 
weeks ago by the five negroes holding 
important official positions in Wash- 
ington, Henry Lincoln Johnson, regis- 
trar of deeds in Washington, spoke to 
200 members of the publican party 
in Atlanta last night at Big Bethel 
church. 

Throughout his entire address, 
Johnson attacked so-called friends of 
the president, mentioning no names, 
but Stressing features of departments 
Managed by these “friends.” 

Blames Faithless Agents. 

“Any man can be destroved by 
faithless agents who are in positions 
of responstbility.’’ he declared imme- 
diately after saying the president 
could not be postmaster general, but 
must leave department management 
to others. 

Johnson's presence in Atlanta and 
his speech was the result of the split 
In the republican party in Georgia, 
and following the meeting last night 
the audicnce indorsed William Heward 
Taft for president. 

One of the most interesting features 
of his address was an account. of his 
Visit to the white house three weeks 
ago, accompanied by William H. Lew- 
is, the negro assistant attorney gen- 
eral, Napier, McKinley and.Tyler, all 
prominent negro employees of the 
United States govern....it in Wash- 
ington, and probably the five leading 
members of their race residing in the 
capital city. Following the meeting 
the president made a second appoint- 
ment for a meeting which will be hel@® 
at an early date. 

“The visit followed a eonference by 
the five,” stated Jolffison. “At this 
conference we decided to kay aside all 
petty differences, and united as loyal 
members of the colored race ~visit+ 
President Taft and ascertain his stand 
upon matters concerning our race, ai 
the same time informing him of con- 
ditions in government departments of 
which we believed he Knew nothing. 

President Is Amazed. 

“We told the president of conditions 
in postoffices in the south, at the re- 
cital of which he was amazed. He 
was told how discrim‘nations are con- 
stantly being practiced against negrg 
employees, how it is next to impos- 
sible for men who, by -sheer merit, 
have more than demonstrated their 
ability and merit for promotion, to 
obtain recognition; how many post- 
offices have established rules against 
adding more negro employees to their 
staffs; how it is next to impossible, no

AFTER COLLISION 


Pomaron Bringing Passengers 
and Crew of Sunken Al- 
leghany to Port.

New York, February 2.—The + Ham- 
burg-American, Line steamer Allegha- 
ney, /which left here yesterday for 
Central America and the West Indies, 
sank 75 miles east-northeast of Cape 
Henry, off the Virginia coast, after a 
collision with the British stémaer 
Pomaron according to wireless dis- 
patches received here today. The 
Pomaron, with the passengers and 
crew of the Allegheney on boaré@, and 
convoyed by the revenue cutter Onon- 
danga, is making slowly for port. the 
messages said. 

Other wireless advices told of the 
collision as occurring in latitude 37.48, 
longitude 74, but stated that altthough 
the Allegheney was badly damaged, it 
was believed she could reach port un- 
der her own power. 

Tonight's advices, although meager, 
are to the effect that the damage to 
her hull was far more serious than 
Was at first supposed, and that she 
sank not far from the point where 
the collision occurred, the Pomaron 
taking on board the sinking liner’s 
p.ussengers and crew. 

‘line Pomaron’s vow Was badly stove 
in, but the wireless advices were that 
she was apparently holding well 
through a moderate sea with a strong 
northeasterly breeze blowing. 

The revenue cutter Onondaga has- 
tened to the scene of the colision in re- 
sponse to wirelss cal.. and she re- 
ported tonight that she had “picked 
up” the Pomaron 25 miles east-south- 
east of Hog island light, and was con- 


In Driving Snowstorm.

C, C Cadle Shot to Death in 
Hotel by Young. Atiantan 


Old Grudge and Jealousy As- 
signed as Reasons for Act. 
Yow Shoots Himself Through 
Heart and Temple, Dying 
Almost Instantly. 


Knoxville, Tenn., February 2.—PFhil- 
up R. Yow, of Atlanta, shot and in- 
stantly killed C. C. Cadle in the lobby 
of a local hotel at 3:30 this afternoon 
and immediately afterward turned the 
weapon upon himself, firing three 
shots, death ensuing almost instantly. | 

Yow was a son of E. M. Yow, @ | 
prominent business man of Atlanta, 
Ga., and was formerly engaged in 
business in this city, and arrived here 
about a week ago en route to San. 
Francisco. Cadle has been associated 
with the Pinkerton detective agency 
for a short time and had also done: 
scme private detective work. 

The cause for the shooting is not. 
known, but an old grudge and jealousy ' 
are assigned as possible reasons for it. ° 

Yow entered the lobby with a 38- 
ealiber revolver in his right hand and, 
walking toward Cadle, who was seated 
in a chair in the lobby, fired the first 
shot, which struck Cadle in the left 
shoulder and passed entirely through | 
the body and through the back of a 
chatr in which another hotel guest 
was sitting. Cadle started to run and | 
was shot again, the bullet this time | 
striking him at the base of the neck) 
and, ranging downward, passed - 
through the heart. 

Yow immediately placed the weapon 
over his heart and fired two shots, the 
bullet in each instance, according to 
physicians, passing through the heart 
and entirely through the body. He 
then sat down on a sofa and placed 
the end of the barrel in his mouth, but 
withdrew it and shot himself through

hai. It has not been ascertained 
whether sich an agreement has been 
proposeq to the powers, 

The possibility of Germany and the 
United States drawing together on 
theim Oriental policies, in view of the 
danger of a general scramble for the 
outlying dependencies in the north and 
the south of the Chinese empire, al 
been advanced by some persons fa- 
miliar with far eastern conditions, but 
inquiries made today at the German 
foreign office -élicited an answer}; 
which indicates that this idea has not 
bein cenicrtaineg there.

Mob forces Belease of Gen

Chihuahua, Mexico, February 2.— 
Ninety mutinous rurales, aided by a 
score of recruits, compelled Governor’ 
Gonzales today-to release from the 
Penitentiary Antonio Rojas, a former

Gomez, and three of his men, after 
having fought for three hours the lo- 
cal garrison commanded in person by 
General Pascual Orozco. The price 
demanded by the reBels for ceasing to 
fight was agreed upon at 2 o'clock 
this afternoon by an emissary of the’ 
rebels and the governor. / 
Tonight Colonel Rojas, at the head 
of a force reported to be no less than. 
300, is preparing to leag them against 
the city unless Governor Gonzales 
grants demands made by him this 
afternoon that all political prtsoners 
be released. To a committee he sent 
to the state palace the governor re- 
plied that it would be necessary for. 
him to secure permission from Mexico 
City. Orozeo is preparing to with- 
stand an attack. He has  ~»placed 
sharp-shooters in the towers of the 
cathedral and other high buildings. 
Five rurales are dead as a result of 
the fight and a number wounded. 
Among the latter were Silverio Orozco, 
cousin of Pascual] Orozco. The dead: 
include Captains Salgado and Guitier- 
rez. The rebel losses are yet un- 
known, 
Rumors were current tonight that. 
other bands in the hills will join the

Follow-~ 
ing their conference, they were greet- 
ed by stiouts of “Viva Rojas!” as they 
made their way out of the city into 
the hills. 

The seditious movement was inaug- 
urated at 9:30 o'clock this morning, 
when ninety rurales deserted from one 
of the barracks, taking their arms 
with them. At the western edge of 
the city they were joined by Refugio 
Mendoza, a former captain of the ru-— 
rales, recently discharged from the 
service by General Orozco. An hour. 
later they attacked the fifty guards, 
state troops at the penitentiary. 
Sharp fighting followed and a™few 
minutes later a detachment of the re- 
maining 200 rurales came to the aid 
of the guards. 

Led by General Orozco, 

They were directed by General Oroz- 
co himself, who had just returned. 
fram Cusihiriachic, and who intended 
to leave this morning with the bulk of 
his force for Juarez. Both = sides 
fought from vantage points behind the 
surrounding buildings, Orozco forcing 
the rebels back until they had arrived . 
at the edge of the city. Their firing 
became slack and Orozco gave orders 
to cease firing. Soon afterwards the 
rebel emissary appeared and asked. 
for a conference with the governor.

New Orleans, February 2.—Follow- 
ing the arraignment in the criminal 
district court today of thirty-seven al- 
leged violators of the state election 
laws, District Attorney St. Clair Adame 
informations against thirty-five 
others on the same charges. In each 
bill it 18 charged that the voter reg- 
istered under the educational clause 
of the Louisiana election laws ahd in 
the primary held on January 23 asked 
and received assistance in preparing 
his ballot, contrary to the prohibitions 
of the statute.

Governor Sanders has directed Attor- 
ney General Guton to take the place of 
Mr. Adams in all such prosecutions. 

The day before the primary Governor 
Sanders issued a proclamation in which 
assurance was virtually given to this 
Class of voters that they would be im- 
mune from the penalties of tne law. It 
now appears that attorney General 
Guion, whose interpretation of the law 
the governor believed to coincide with 
his own, has views not entirely in 
harmony with the governor's, and will 
prosecute the cases.

And only a hysterical or bilious mind would attempt to read, 
in President Arkwright’s action in offering to rewire the commis- 
sion’s offices, a motive of ulterior or devious nature. The very 
frankness and openness with which the proposition was advanced 
and materialized robs the incident of any but a trivial portent.

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: MADERO FACING A CRISIS. 


Incomparably more formidable than the fiasco engineered by 
General Bernardo Reyes, the Mexican revolt at Juarez and the dis- 
affection headed in three Mexican states by Emiliano Zapata are 
likely to supply the make-or-break test to the force and ability of 
Madero and his administration. | 

When news first reached him of the flare-up at Juarez, on the 
American border, he was inclined to treat the matter lightly, at 
least for publication. But within a few hours it became evident 
that the disaffection in the frontier city was a part of the rebellion 
commanded by Zapata and reaching up almost to the district in 
which is situated the Mexican capital. It 18, therefore, a genuine 
crisis that Madero is facing and his latest. statements indicate a 
full realization of that fact. 

So far as the outside world may judge, the disturbing events 
of the last three days are attributable to dissatisfaction arising out 
of the October elections, It was then that, for the first time, the 
Mexicans enjoyed the opportunity of voting under conditions ap- 
proximating a free exercise of the franchise. The politicians who 
were defeated in the campaigns and conventions preceding the elec- 
tion have never been reconciled to the new order. There is evi- 
dence that in practically all of the Mexican states they are taking 
advantage of discontent naturally growing out of any election, es- 
pecially where the franchise is a novelty, as in Mexico, to foment 
rebellion for their selfish purposes. 

If Madero has improved his opportunities to organize a co- 
hesive fighting force, and if he acts with necessary promptness, 
there is reason to believe he may put down the rebellion. But if 
the disaffected element succeeds in inflaming the more ignorant 
class of Mexicans with the idea that they are not getting a square 
yovernmental deal, there will be breakers ahead, high enough to tax 
the utmost power and ingenuity of the government. 

The situation is very much like many of the political campaigns 
in our own country, in which candidates ride into office by peddling 
all sorts of impossible promises. If Madero possesses the courage 
and strength to “call the bluff” of the disaffected contingent, he 
may yet win over all obstacles. In the meantime, there will be re- 
gret in this country that what we had hoped was progress toward 
stable government in Mexico has been abruptly interrupted.

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The Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany was temporarily restrained from 
condemning property of three railroads, 
the Louisville and Nashville, the West- 
ern and Atlantic and the Nashville.

WEAVERS WAGE WAR 
ON NON-UNIONISTS 


Manchester, England, February 2.-— 
Unremitting warfare waged by the 
weavers against the non-unionists has 
caused the authorities to draft a large 
body of extra police from various 
points of Lancashire for the protec- 
tion ‘of the workers who do not be- 
long to the unions, ? 

The trades unionists also refuse to 
recognize the Roman Catholic weavers 
who have organized a union of their 
own. 

Rioting has occurred in several lp- 
calities and another general strike of 
the cotton operatives is threatened on 
February 6. 

Disturbances of the Lancashire cot- 
ton trade began at Christmas, when 
2,500 operatives at Accrington refused 
to work with three non-upionists. <A 
lockout was declared and the move- 
tment spread to other towns till some 
300,000 workers were affected. 

The mills were stopped for three 
weeks during which the operatives lost 
$3,000,000 in wages, while the spinners, 
who were: placed on half pay during 
the lockout, sacrificed about $1,216,000, 
It was estimated that the total cost to 
employers and workers was $30,000,- 
000, On January 19 a truce was agreed 
to for a year and the men returned to 
work, but have since displayed great 
hostility to the non-unionists.

IN “KICKING” FREIGHT CARS 


The custom of railroads to “kick” 


freight cars over crossings without 
taking the precautions prescribed by 
law, came before Judge Broyles yes- 
terday afternoon when he fined ©, J.

Mr. Taft alsd urged the appointment 
of a federal commission to make 
“searching inquiry into the subject of 
industrial relations,” 

Matter of Grave Concern. 

“For some years past,” said the pres- 

ident, “the high’ and steadily increasing

cost of living has been a matter of 
such grave public concern that I deem 
it of great public interest that an in- 
ternational conference be proposed at 
this time for the purpose of preparing 
plans, to be submitted to the various 
governments, for an international in- 
quiry into the high cost of living, its 
extent, causes, effects and possible 
remedies. 

“There is no doubt but that a com- 
mission could be appointed of such un- 
prejudiced and impartial persons, ex- 
perts -in investigation of economic 
facts, that a great deal of very valua- 
ble light could be shed upon the rea- 
sons for the high prices that have so 
distressed the people of the world, and 
information given upon which. action 
might be taken to reduce the cost of 
living. 

“Those who have conducted investi- 
gations have found that the phenome- 
non of rising prices is almost, if not 
quite, general through t the world; 
but they are baffled in the attempt to 
trace the causes by the impossibility 
of making any accurate international 
comparisons. This is because, in spite 
of the number of investigations already 
made, we are still without adequate 
data, and because as yet no two coun- 
tries estimate their price levels on the 
same basis or by the same methods.” 

As to the commission on industrial 
relations, the president said:

“There should be an inquiry by the 

federal government into the general 


conditions of labor in the United 
States, notwithstanding the fact that 
some of the remedies will lie with th 
separate states, or even entirely out-'| 
side the sphere of governmental activ- 
ity, in the hands of private individuals 
and of voluntary agencies.

Others of which various members 
their crew had been killed or. injured 
in-explosions, went to the bottom of 
the sea today at the entrance to Spit- 
head, with a loss of fourteen lives— 
four lieutenants and ten members of 
the crew. Not one of the ship's com- 
pany escaped. 

The catastrophe was the result of a 
collision with the British gunboat 
Hazard, which rent a hole in the side 
of the submarine A-3.° The submarine 
was engaged with a flotilla of sister 
ships in practicing evolutions, and was 
just coming to the surface after a u.ve 
when the Hazard, proceeding at a good 
rate of speed, struck her. 

The submarine filled and sank in- 
stantly. Plenty of assistance was 
speedily at hand by means of wireless 
calls from the Hazard, but there was 
no chance to save any of the men on 
board the A-3. 

Under admiralty regulations, only 
the bare official report of the sinking 
of the submarine is available, and it is 
not Known yet where the blame, if 
there be blame, for the accident, lies. 
None of those who witnessed the dis- 
aster will be permitted to speak of it 
until after the official inquiry. 

Salvageers late this afterno_n located 
the sunken submarine lying in a sandy 
bottom off Spithead, some 40 feet down. 
Owing to the darkness, however, they 
suspended operations for the night, 
and tomorrow morning will make an 
attempt to raise the little vessel. 

The A-3 belonged to the early type 
of submarine.which is practically ob- 
solete except for coast and harbor de- 
fense work.

According to the estimate of one 
banking auth , the total outstand- 
ing advances made to foreign markets 
by American banking institutions ex- 
ceeded §150,000,000. In other words 
the volume of credits created abroad | 
in favor of American Banks on this 
basis is already at the high level] of 
last year, and, {ff the movement con- 
tinues, probably will exceed all rec- 
ords. This, it is sald, is an extraor- 
dinary situation and shows that for a 
considerable portion of the present 
year the foreign money market will be 
virtually in the hands of American 
bankers. 

In the stock market, Reading was 
the most active issue. In the early 
trading it rose 2 points. The contin- 
ued strength of this stock was atill 
unexplained and perplexed traders as 
much as the recent pressure on Unign 
Pacific has done. The short interest 
in the stock apparently was alarmed 
and the advance of today wag attrib- 
uted largely to covering.

Senator Harris, who is secretary of

| “The committee was very much grat- 
tified to find that the oil inspectors are 
high-class men, against whom not a 
word of reproach has been heard. It is 
simply the law which the committee 
believes should be changed. The pres- 
ent law was devised years ago, when 
comparatively little oil came into the 
istate.. It Was reasonable then, but it is 
not so now. It was not intended that 
| the oil inspectors’ positions should be 
lucrative political offices, and it is 
‘contemplated in my bill that a suffi- 
cient remuneration shall be made to 
'make the state sure of receiving the 
services of thoroughly reliable and ef- 
ficient men.” 


Senator Harris has made a consider- 
able study of these conditions, as 
‘shown by the indorsement of his bill 
by the committee with but slight 
amendment atter thorough investiga- 
tion, following his policies toward the 
increase of revenues to the state and 
'the decrease of taxes to our people. 
One of his, first discoveries was that 
considerable saving could be made to 
| the state Wy a proper change in the oll 
| inspection laws. 

“The movement to change the laws | 
governing the agricultural department 
was given impetus first by the Cedar ; 
Valley Faymers’ Club in my home coun- 
ty, and their resolutions were intro- 
duced in the house by Representative 
Ault, of Polk, and I had charge of the 
bil in the senate. 

“The Constitution took it up, and 
advocated the changes for reasons 
which it has given in detail, Public. 
interest was greatiy aroused by the 
interest which The Constitution took 
in this matter, the .desirability of 
which is now universally recognised. 
The Constitution has never done better 
work for Georgia than in this. 

“Another interesting feature con- 
nected with the investigation was the 
showing that about 19 per cent of fer- 
tilizers inspected in Georgia falls be- 
low the standard. When it is consid- 
ered that the farmers of Georgia pur- 
chase anntsally over $20,000,000, it is 
readily seen what an advantage it will: 
be to have the quality of fertilizers 
strictly regulated by law. The com- 
Mittee did hard and faithful work to 
discover all material facts about the 
investigation, and have labored solely 
'to obtain the best possible results un- 
der the agricultural department for the 
farmers of the state.”
